SYDNEY The hunt for missing Malaysian Air- 
lines Flight MH370 is on track to cost hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, becoming the 
most expensive search in aviation history with 
26 countries contributing planes, ships, subma- 
rines and satellites to the international effort. 

A month into the search for the jet, es- 
timates compiled by Reuters show that at 
least $44 million has already been spent on 
the deployment of military ships and aircraft 
in the Indian Ocean and South China Sea by 
Australia, China, the United States and Viet- 
nam. The figure is based on defense force 
statistics on available hourly costs of various 
assets, estimates by defense analysts and costs 
reported by the Pentagon. 

The figure for the first month of the search 
already is about equal to the official $44 mil- 
lion spent in searches lasting several months 
spread over a two-year time frame for Air 
France’s Flight AF 4.47, which crashed into the 
Atlantic in 2009.

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After losing Sue to the Field 
years ago, the Smithsonian 
is finally getting a T. rex

The dinosaur head rested on a cushion— 
600 spectacular pounds of dead weight on dis- 
play and on the block at Sotheby’s in New York. 

“Sue,” as the Tyrannosaurus rex was known, 
had no shortage of suitors after coming from the 
South Dakota Badlands to the Upper East Side 
auction house in search of a new habitat. Few, 
though, found Sue more bewitching than the 
Smithsonian’s National Museum of Natural His- 
tory, which very much wanted the fossil to fill a 
T. rex-sized hole in its dinosaur collection. 

Now, on Oct. 4, 1997—the day that dramati- 
cally changed the market for dinosaur bones— 
she was available to anyone with a bidding pad- 
dle and a bankroll. 

In a private suite above the auction floor, 
above the skull that measured 5 feet in length, 
with serrated teeth the size of bananas, Scott 
Chinery was eager to bid on the most famous 
example of the most famous dinosaur species, 
on behalf of the Natural History Museum in 
Washington. 

“The Smithsonian should have this T. rex,” 
he'd said in the weeks before the sale. 

Instead, The Field Museum made off with Sue 
for a staggering sum, forever complicating fossil- 
collection efforts and sending the Smithsonian 
on along, frustrating search for an alternative. 

Now, nearly 17 years later, Washington is final- 
ly getting its king lizard tyrant: a smaller T: rex 
that will come to the National Mall on a 50-year 
loan from the Army Corps of Engineers, which 
owns it, and the state of Montana, where it has 
been since the late Cretaceous period. 

About 50 T. rex specimens have been un- 
earthed since the species was identified in 1905, 
but only a quarter of them are considered near- 
ly complete, meaning more than half the dino- 
saur’s bones were retrieved. The Smithsonian’s 
incoming T. rex, found in 1988 in a federally 
owned Montana wildlife refuge, is about 80 to 
85 percent complete, Johnson said. By com- 
parison, the seven-ton Sue is more than 90

percent complete and, at 42 feet from snout to 
tail, several feet longer than the Smithsonian’s 
specimen. 

“She’s really something spectacular,” said Pe- 
ter Larson, who led the efforts to excavate Sue, 
then fought an unsuccessful legal battle to retain 
the rights to the fossil. “She was the true love of 
my life.” 

The dinosaur was named for Sue Hendrick 
son, who discovered the bone-hunter’s holy grail 
in 1990 on a ranch on the Cheyenne River In- 
dian Reservation. Larson’s Black Hills Institute 
of Geological Research, for whom Hendrickson 
was working, gave the now-deceased rancher, 
Maurice Williams, a $5,000 check for the find. 
But after the fossil was extracted, Williams said 
he wanted Sue back. Cheyenne River Sioux lead- 
ers did, too, saying she should be theirs. 

Prosecutors ordered her seizure, and the cus- 
tody battle moved to federal court, where Sue 
was awarded to Williams. A federal grand jury, 
meanwhile, returned a 39-count indictment 
against Larson and his associates, mostly for fos- 
sil theft unrelated to Sue. He was found guilty of 
two felony charges and sentenced to two years in 
federal prison. 

Sotheby’s auctioneer David Redden became 
captivated by the tale of Sue’s afterlife. “So I 
called Maurice Williams,” he said, “and asked if 
he'd like any help from Sotheby’s.” 

Redden, who joined the storied auction house 
in 1974, met with Williams to discuss what Sue 
might fetch at an auction and who might buy 
her. 

“T felt very strongly that it had to go to a pub- 
lic institution,” not a private collector, Redden

said. “We weren't selling something that should 
go to a decorator.” 

As a debate raged over whether a precious, 
priceless piece of natural history should be sold, 
Chinery flew to Washington on a private jet and 
met with Smithsonian officials. 

The Museum of Natural History’s dinosaur 
exhibition, in what was originally known as the 
Hall of Extinct Monsters, opened a few years 
after the 1905 discovery of Tyrannosaurus rex. 
Nearly nine decades later, the museum didn’t 
have aT rex. 

The Smithsonian was hardly the only in- 
stitution kicking the tires. In Chicago, Field 
Museum officials became enamored with the 
thought of scoring Sue. 

“We did not have an iconic specimen, and 
we wanted one,” said John McCarter, then the 
Field’s president and chief executive and now 
chairman of the Smithsonian Institution’s 
Board of Regents. 

McCarter hit up Fred Turner, then-chief ex- 
ecutive of McDonald’s, which had financed 
several projects at the Field. “I got about 30 sec- 
onds into my pitch,” McCarter said, “and Fred 
said, “You mean to tell me this is the world’s 
most complete, largest T: rex?’ I told him yes. 
He said, ‘We're in.’” 

McDonald’s and Ronald McDonald House 
Charities brought Walt Disney on board. 

On the day of the sale, uncertainty filled the 
main auction room at Sotheby’s. “There were 
rumors flying that Michael Jackson was bid- 
ding,” said Betsy Bennett, then-director of the 
North Carolina Museum of Natural Sciences, 
which had built a massive war chest in pursuit 
of Sue. 

On the advice of a savvy Chicago art dealer, 
the Field had played down its interest, even in- 
dicating to Sotheby’s that the museum was out

Many private landowners began working 
with for-profit bone hunters, rather than al- 
lowing scientists free or inexpensive access 
to fossils on their land. 

Federal lands were also jeopardized as the 
fossil market overheated. 

“After Sue sold, it was truly frighten- 
ing,” said Vincent Santucci, a National Park 
Service geologist who spent years investigat- 
ing fossil poachers. “You heard people say- 
ing, ‘I’m going to give up my blue-collar job 
and move out West to find my million-dollar 
dinosaur. And it was worth the risk doing it 
on federal lands because of the economic 
rewards that might be gained.” 

Dinosaurs received some protective cover 
five years ago, when Congress imposed new 
civil and criminal penalties for fossil theft on 
federal lands. As a result, Santucci said, the 
bad actors aren't acting nearly as bad. “Or 
maybe,” he said, “the bad guys are getting 
sneakier.”

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As bidding soared in $100,000 increments, 
the group from the Field lurked. Sotheby’s of- 
ficials had no idea they were in the building, just 
that there was a private room reserved for Rich- 
ard Gray, a veteran of high-ticket art auctions, 
on behalf of a mystery client. 

Gray had been asked by his longtime friend 
McCarter to help the museum acquire Sue, and 
he saw no good reason to join the bidding early. 
But the contingent from North Carolina was 
in on the action from the start. “When we bid 
$5 million, we were the only museum on the 
Sotheby’s floor,” Bennett said. “So everybody 
cheered.” 

Then, the Field jumped in, and it became a 
three-way bidding war that included another 
mystery figure on the phone. 

Jay Kislak, a Florida real estate baron and phi- 
lanthropist, had decided to take a shot at Sue on 
behalf of his cultural foundation, even though it 
had never focused on dinosaur-related objects. 

The price kept climbing, and the North Car- 
olina museum placed its final bid: $7.2 million. 

Kislak bumped it to $7.3 million. 

Gray went to $7.4 million on behalf of the 
Field. 

There was a pause, and then Kislak bumped 
it up once more: $7.5 million. 

That was the Field’s limit, said Peter Crane, 
then-director of the museum’s research and col- 
lections. “But Richard Gray said, ‘Let’s just do 
one more. That might be somebody else’s limit.’” 

He was right. Redden dropped the hammer 
at $7.6 million. Including Sotheby’s commis- 
sion, the final cost exceeded $8.3 million, which 
went to Williams, the rancher in South Dakota. 

“We never thought of our stuff of being val- 
ued the way a Monet might be,” Kremer said.

Old news: the popularity of One Direc- 
tion. Actual news: the exploding success of 
5 Seconds of Summer, the quartet of Aus- 
tralian teenagers who will open for 1D dur- 
ing two late-August shows at Soldier Field 
and sold out their entire North American 
headlining tour, including a stop April 17 
at Riviera, in a measly five minutes. If that 
doesn’t impress you: They’ve already been 
No. 1 on the iTunes album chart in 42 dif- 
ferent countries. Also of note: The mem- 
bers of 5SOS actually play instruments and 
write their own songs. 

By phone in late March before the

John Oliver gears up 
for his HBO series 


The Washington Post 

Is there anything remotely funny about Gen- 
eral Motors’ handling of an ignition-switch 
defect linked to at least a dozen deaths? 

John Oliver admits it’s tough terrain. “I 
don’t think there were a lot of people say- 
ing, ‘Oh, great, corporate malfeasance. This 
is acomic gold mine,” the British comic and 
news satirist said. “It’s actually pretty grim.” 

And yet Oliver and the writers of his forth- 
coming HBO news-parody show, “Last Week 
Tonight With John Oliver,” took a whack at 
it last week in a test run for the program that 
will debut April 27. Applying what he learned 
as the “senior British correspondent” on 
“The Daily Show,” Oliver and his fellow wits 
found a potentially amusing angle: the media 
meme, pushed by GM itself, that the com- 
pany would somehow handle the unfolding 
debacle better or differently because its new 
chief executive, Mary Barra, is a woman and 
“a mom.” 

Score one for gender parity. And score 
another for the Oliver twist on the news, 
which could vault “Last Week” to the top of 
the crowded ranks of television shows mak- 
ing merry at the expense of the news and the 
news media. 

Loud and loquacious, Oliver, 36, owes a 
debt of thanks to America’s journalists for 
the very nice career he’s having. He’s become 


an almost-star on this side of the Atlantic, 
one of the few British comic performers to 
make it on American TV. Oliver’s work on 
“The Daily Show” was so consistently sharp 
that host Jon Stewart promoted Oliver from 
fake reporter to fake temporary anchor 
when Stewart took a leave to direct a movie 
last summer. Oliver nailed his big chance, 
winning over critics and keeping Stewart’s 
fanatically loyal fans tuned in for the two- 
month interim. 

His reward: HBO hired Oliver away last 
fall (with Stewart’s blessing, Oliver says) and 
handed him his own show, which debuts lat- 
er this month. 

As Oliver described it the other day in an 
interview at HBO’s midtown headquarters, 
“Last Week” will be quite a bit like “The 
Daily Show,” only once a week (Sundays at 
10 p.m.) instead of, you know, daily. 

But don’t expect “The Weekly Daily 
Show.” Oliver knows he’s at a time disadvan- 
tage. The challenge, he says, will be to pick 
up on stories that haven't yet been chewed 
over by his old friends at “The Daily Show” 
and “The Colbert Report” as well as by 
Kimmel, Conan, Letterman, Fallon, Fergu- 
son, Bill Maher, Seth Meyers and “Saturday 
Night Live” by the time “Last Week” gets 
around to them. 

“There are certain things to which you're 
going to be the last visitor to the party,” Oli- 
ver said. “That’s going to steer us in a differ- 
ent direction.”

‘Amuse Bouche’ features 
five helpings of short plays

Hungry for some fresh theater? The folks at Pavement 
Group, in collaboration with 20 high school students from 
Steppenwolf’s Young Adult Council, are cooking up the 
fourth annual Amuse Bouche project—a sampler platter of 
five 15-minute plays. 

In preparation, the students collaborated with Pavement 
Group artists to create a list of 10 literary “ingredients” that 
are delivered to five hand-picked playwrights commissioned 
to create short plays in a 24-hour period. Five directors then 
rehearse with an assigned cast, and the menu of piping-hot 
plays is presented for three nights. In keeping with the 
culinary theme, an actual amuse bouche —a bite-sized ap- 
petizer—is prepared and served prior to the five courses of 
bite-sized (15-minute) plays. 

The partnership between Pavement Group and Steppen- 
wolf dates back to 2006, when three Steppenwolf appren- 
tices and a Steppenwolf lighting designer discovered a mutual 
interest in making unconventional theater and formed Pave- 
ment Group, which incorporated in 2007. For the Amuse 
Bouche project—now in its fourth year— students observe 
the play-making process from beginning to end and have the 
option of applying to participate additionally in such roles as 
assistant directing, lighting design and cast—as well as brain- 
storming the plays’ basic element requirements. 

“They are very smart kids!” said Pavement Group produc- 
ing director Mary Krupka, 30. “In the character brainstorm- 
ing, we were expecting things about Miley Cyrus, but these 
students were writing about Rock Hudson and Philip Glass.” 

All featured directors and cast members are local artists, 
but Pavement Group conducted a nationwide search to 
select playwrights. “We do make a conscious effort to make 
sure that as many voices are represented as possible, whether 
that’s race, gender, sexual orientation, lifestyle,” Krupka 
said. “The demographic in Chicago is all over the place, so 
we were looking for folks who would be able to speak to the 
Chicago community at large.”

The test kitchen: In March, students discussed 
basic literary elements—dialogue, action, setting, 
characters, theme—and created their own 3-5 min- 
ute plays and discussed which “ingredients” worked 
well to make a strong play. They brainstormed a list 
of 10 ingredients that each of the Amuse Bouche 
playwrights must include in their scripts. 


The ingredients: While this year’s recipe is still un- 
der wraps, ingredients in past years have included 
“something descends,” “there is an impostor,” “a 
mythical figure must be utilized,” “someone has a 
Mary Poppins bag (a bag that contains everything)” 
and “a song from the 90s shall be sung.” 


The kitchen timer: On Thursday, the playwrights 
are emailed an ingredients list, director info and 

cast names and headshots. Playwrights send their 
15-minute, 2,000-words-or-less play to their as- 
signed director by noon Friday. The directors work 
with their casts Saturday and each group has a 
one-hour tech rehearsal Sunday. The plays debut 
Monday night and run Tuesday and Wednesday, too.
